The town has been subjected to three audits costing in excess of $10,000 since the 
resignation of the previous town manager.

ELECTION RALLY 


It is a good idea of the St. Albert & District Chamber of Conmerce 
election rally during the weeks before the town election, where the 
St. Albert have an opportunity to see and hear those candidates who are running 
for Council. Such a rally took place on Monday night, October 7th, at the St. Al-| 
bert Community Hall, where about 140 residents heard the five candidates who are 
running for Council. Mr. Lorne Campbell, president of the St. Albert Junior Chan-| 
ber of Commerce, who was chairman of this meeting did his job most effectively. 
Mr, Dick McGee, president of the St. Albert & District Chamber of Commerce, intro 
duced the candidates to the audience. 
Dick Fowler, a newcomer in the local civic politics, reminded the audience that 
lower taxes and a swimming pool at the same time would be impossible because of 
the town's financial situation. He suggested that a town can only run smoothly 
if there is solid town administration. He assured that he will do his very best 
on behalf of the citizens of St. Albert if he is elected. "I believe", he said, 
“that the Council should vork as a management team." 
Gordon Parkes, the previous manager of the New Town of St. Albert, gave a resume 
of the history of St. Albert, and mentioned the difficulties at present in our 
town. He stressed that we must have residential, conmercial and industrial devel- 
opment to keep our taxes as low as possible. He urged that the Recreation Board 
has to fulfil their duty as it was originally intended. He explained he vas run- 
ning for Councillor because, "I like the commnity, I have given so many years to 
this town, maybe I have even dreamed, but I'd like to come back to serve our com- 
munity again. And I think that my experience can assist the Council.” 
Dennis Heffring, also a newcomer in civic politics, he brought the accent on town 
business as being a limited company with shareholders, in this case the town and 
her residents. "We all are interested in this town because we are living here 
with our families and we want to live without fear that our taxes will rise." 
stated that the cost of living in our town has gone up about 20%. "Your business 
is the town, lots of money was spent in the past. We should not look on the past, 
but look forward. At the moment we are a ‘satellite town’. We should become in- 
dependent, managing our own affairs and looking for our own industry.” 
EA Powell, Councillor of the Town of St. Albert, answered the questions brought 
up by the St. Albert Voters’ Association in last week's Gazette. He explained 
that the Council of the Town of St. Albert had to start with a deficit of $82,000. 
in 1962, from the previous administration. "We have done what we could do to keer 
the mill rate as low as possible, but we were bonded by suggestions and demands 
by the Department of Municipal Affairs." The slowdown in residential development 
was influenced by the 11% sales tax, but nevertheless, more building lots would 
‘be unwise as at the moment there are in our town 60 empty houses and about 220 
lots open. The water system deficit will be reduced by about $10,000., probably 
within 4 or 5 months, "We created a Recreation By-Law, with a Recreation Board. 
I am in favor of a swimming pool, but we cannot realize this at the moment." The 
$22,000. Recreation Grant will not be lost for the town, because Council will 
make a decision very shortly. Previous administration has made it very hard to 
know the real picture of St. Albert's financial situation. 
Alex Sollanych, running for the St. Albert Voter's Association, explained that he 
vas very much interested in the town of St. Albert as a resident taxpayer. "As I 
am interested in all kinds of community affairs, the 20% increase in taxes has 
worried me. I feel that an independent voice in Council is very important. The 
present council does not have positive plans for parkland and recreation, which is 
80 urgently needed for our town. If elected, I would assure you that I will work 
for sound administration, with firm policies, and that public business would be 
faired at public meetings.” 
All candidates stresses firmly that our town needs, as soon as possible, all kinds 
of industry to lessen the burden of taxes. 
‘The meeting adjourned at 10:30 and everybody present was invited for coffee and 
doughnuts, courtesy of the St. Albert @ District Chamber of Commerce.
